The $650,000 bond issue for 
voting machines in St. Louis 
County is at least $278,000 short 
of the amount needed to meet 
the county’s requirements, Carl 
V. Eimbeck, a member of the 
Roard of Election Commission- 
ers, said last night. 


He told members of the Coun- 
ty Council at Clayton courthouse 
that the $650,000 figure set in 
1953 by the county Financial 
Advisory Committee was based 
on the premise that 500 ma- 
chines would be needed and that 
each would cost $1300. 

However, Eimbeck said, re- 
cent studies made by the elec- 
tion board have -shown that 
about 675 machines will be 
needed. In addition, manufac- 
turers have increased their 
prices, he said. 

Costs Increase. 

William Dorsey, who heade 
the advisory group's electi 
subcommittee which arrived at 
the $650,000 figure, said the cost 
increases took place after the 
estimate was made and pu 
lished in February 1953. 

Later, he said, his group told 
the council 600 machines might 
be needed, requiring more funds, 
“but we did not press for it.” 

He added that his committee 
believed it was justified in sup- 
porting the $650,000 amount 
through the bond campaign, 
which ended Feb. 9 when voters 
approved the item, as part of a 
$5,108,500 bond issue. 

John J. Cole, election board 
president, said he felt the 
amount approved would be “as 
much as we can handle in 1954” 
in view of other problems, such 
as the matter of consolidating 
precincts to take full advantage 
of the voting machines. 

He indicated that additional 
machines may have to be pur- 
chased later, possibly by funds 
from general county revenue.

are supposed to represerit. How 
about that?

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The . Post-Dispatch reader who 
identifed himself as ‘“‘Twenty-Eighth 
Ward” is entitled to an answer by 
the Alderman of that Ward, not in 
defense of our action relating to the 
traffic bill but rather in explanation. 


In the first place, let me make it 
crystal] clear that the vote on this 
legislation was not based upon the 
“aldermanic courtesy” theory. 


Second, those of us who voted to 
relax parking restrictions came to 
that conclusion because it would not 
impair the effectiveness of the 
master traffic plan since it was lim- 
ited to the hours of 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 


As a matter of fact, the original 
master traffic plan as submitted by 
the Chamber of Commerce permitted 
parking during those hours. We 
were, therefore, convinced that the 
fundamental purpose of the master 
traffic plan would be preserved and 
its effectiveness unimpaired by per- 
mitting parking on one side of one- 
way streets when traffic was lightest. 


Next,. we took into consideration 
the plea of approximately 400 mer- 
chants..in.the downtown, area, Many’ 
of wiotfl, T understand, aré members 
of the Chamber of Commerce, 

It was. impression‘ that the city 
fathers were vitally interested in the 
rehabilitation of this district as evi- 
denced by the untiring efforts of 
Edwin C. Clark and the eommittee 
which worked for the passage of 
the Plaza bond issue. They were 
motivated in this work by a desire 
to stimulate business and give a new 
and refreshing face to this area. 


The rehabilitation of this area is 
not only contingent upon the erec- 
tion of new buildings, but also upon 
the preservation of established down- 
town business enterprises. These 
commercial operations. have always 
been considered the economic lifeline 
of our city. 

If in the considered opinion of 
these people, parking restrictions 
were hurting.them and thus ultimate- 
ly leading to the destruction of this 
area, then to deny them this relief 
would be inconsistent with the gen- 
eral rehabilitation’ program spear- 
headed by the plaza development. 


We came to the conclusion that the 
speeding up of traffic certainly has 
its place in the over-all picture, but 
when it has the effect of accelerat- 
ing the movement of automobiles to 
the extent.that business, and with it 
the future of the downtown area, 
were being jeopardized, then it was 
time to slow. up a bit during a period 
of the day when traffic is not heavy.

A Lost Opportunity 


For the second consecutive year, the Board of 
Aldermen has failed to act on bills that would 
permit fluoridation of the city’s water supply. 
Since fluoridation is a safe, cheap and effective 
method of attacking dental decay in children, 
parents will want ‘to know who is responsible 
for this inexcusable failure to act, and why. 


Pinpointing the men responsible is easy, The 
greatest weight falls on Alderman Walter W, 
Ziegenbalg and the six members of his commit- 
tee on public_utilities. In the session just ended, 
the Fourth Ward Democrat and his colleagues 
failed even t6 ¢onduct a public hearing on the 
fluoridation measures. 

Mr. Ziegenbalg shows up in even worse light 
when one considers that he himself introduced 
the fluoridation bills. He is the board's vice pres- 
ident and a leader in that overwhelmingly Dem- 
ocratic body. Since he offered the bills at the 
request of the Tucker Administration, he had a 
party, if not personal, responsibility to see not 
only that hearings were held but that the meas- 
ures were reported out favorably. 

His continued failure to act should have been a 
matter of grave coneern both to Alderman Louis 
G. Berra, the majority floor leader, and to John 
J. Dyer, chairman of the Democratic City Cen- 
tral Committee and committeeman in Mr. Zie- 
genbalg’s own ward, as well as to other members 
of the party. 

Twenty-one of the 28 wards are represented 
by Democrats. If the pafty had stood behind Mr. 
Tucker, the city’s children might now be enjoy- 
ing the benefits of this public health measure. 
The indifference of the party leadership has 
been both disheartening and difficult to under- 
stand, unless it be caused by a lingering concern 
for some industrial users of water. 


A year ago Mr. Tucker took the lead in de- 
veloping the facts on which a sound policy with 
respect to fluoridation could be developed. He 
appointed a committee of the city’s leading den- 
tists and physicians to advise him what course 
he should urge the aldermen to follow. 


Not only did the committee declare unequivoc- 
ally that fluoridation was safe and effective,. it 
also pointed out that there was no evidence of 
any adverse effect upon industrial processes in 
other communities where fluoridation was in ef- 
fect. At about the same time, a committee of 
the St. Louis Medical Society declared that fluor- 
idation would"be “the most significant contribu- _ 
tion to the public health of the community since 
the enactment and implementation of the Smoke 
Abatement Ordinance.” 


Here, then, was an unparalleled opportunity 
for the Aldermen in general, and the Democrats 
in particular; to perform a significant public 
service and make St. Louis a better place in 
which to live. and raise children. The fact that 
the Democratic leadership permitted Mr. Ziegen- 
balg to fritter away that opportunity is a black 
mark against the party—one that will not be 
forgotten until it is erased. 


The way to erase it is for Mr. Berra himself 
to introduce the Administration's fluoridation 
bills in the next session and to insist that they 
be acted on promptly and effectively.

Mis- 
sissippi and Florida allocate offshore-oil pro- 
ceeds to the general fund. 

Alabama sets aside its royalties to state hos- 
pitals, Texas to school purposes and the gen- 
eral fund. Louisiana to roads, the state univer- 
sity, social security benefits, state hospitals, 
and the state police retirement fund. 

Missouri has these same kinds of expenses, 
with the possible exception of beaches. So does 
Illinois—and it has beaches as well. There are 
comparable expenses in Rhode Island and Ore- 
gon and Arkansas. 

But these states have neither the jubilation 
nor the discussion over what to do with their 
share of the money. They have no share of the 
money from submerged lands, though they had 
regarded all 48 states as sharing equally. They 
do not benefit from the amendment offered 
by Senator Hiil of Alabama which would have 
poured these millions in royalties into the edu- 
cation of the children of all the states. 

Is it any wonder Rhode Island and Alabama 
want the Supreme Court to hear what they have 
to say about their rights, instead of deciding 
that they do not have a right to be heard?

Eight in Six Years 

The fare increase just granted St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co. is the eighth in six years. It is 
also the second smallest in terms of what it will 
take out of transit riders’ pockets, for whatever 
satisfaction that may give the riders. 

By raising the price of tokens from five for 90 
cents to four for 75 cents, and by increasing the 
price of weekly passes, the company may add 
$650,000 a year.to its revenue. That is the esti- 
mate of the Missouri Public Service Commission, 
which approved the increases; But these esti- 
mates seldom ring the fare boxes as expected. 

The eight increases granted since 1947 ranged 

from $520,000 to $2,786,000 in estimated addi- 
tional revenue. Three ‘amounted to more than 
two millions. Added together, they would have 
totaled about $12,666,000 in increased income. 

That sum is close to half the company’s present 
total passenger revenue. Obviously Public Serv- 
ice has not received, through the years, the 
revenue increases which the fare increases were 
“estimated” to provide. 

These figures indicate the self-defeating na- 
ture of repeated fare rises, They bring in more 
revenue, of course, but they also discourage 
transit riding. Hence the added revenue is sel- 
dom what was anticipated. 

Through these increases, Public Service Co. 
has been and should continue to be in excellent 
financial health, Last year it paid the highest 
dividend rate, im its. history and the new fares 
are supposed .to give it a 5 per cent return on 
net value. 

But the community still lacks assurance that 
there will soon be an end to the long cycle of 
higher fares and reducéd transit riding. The 
came damaging trend is, in fact, affecting nearly 
every urban area, 

For that reason each bus and streetcar rider 
and each citizen owes particular attention to 
the new proposal of the board of freeholders 
. for a Metropolitan Transit District. This plan 
calls for local instead of state regulation of tran- 
sit, and permits a cautious approach te public 
ownership later if that seems advisable.

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An Old and Empty Threat 

When Senators Knowland and Bridges tell 
France, in effect, that foreign aid appropriations 
may be cut unless the French follow American 
desires in Indochina, they are giving expression 
to a persistent fallacy that pops up every time 
differences arise between the United States and 
its allies. 

The fallacy is the assumption that foreign aid, 
military or economic, is a kind of charity hand- 
out which can be granted or withheld accord- 
ing to the mood in Washington, It is the as- 
sumption that only the recipients of foreign aid 
would be hurt by its premature termination. 

If this “handout” theory were an accurate de- 
scription of the situation, then the isolationists 
who oppose any foreign aid at all would have a 
much stronger case than they can now muster. 

But it is not accurate. Foreign aid is not a 
mere handout, benefiting only the recipient. It 
is an enterprise in mutual security, and the bene- 
ficiary is not only the receiver but the giver as 
well. The bulk of foreign aid spending today is 
for military objects. We engage in it partly at 
least because we strengthen our own security 
when we strengthen our allies. 

This being so, a threatened cut in foreign aid 
means a threat, not only to France or other 
recipients, but a threat to our own security. 
Surely the French and other allies must know 
that. And if they know it, the threat cannot be a 
very effective means of inducing them to do 
what they would not otherwise do. 

Whether or not Senators Fulbright and Hum- 
phrey are right in saying that foreign aid should 
not be used for pressure purposes, it is surely 
clear that it cannot be effectively so used. What 
then can be gained by empty bluster? 
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Any Un-Universal Men? 

Pointing out that the average man’s billfold 
contains too many identification cards, Fortune 
magazine prints an essay proposing that all 
the ideas represented by such cards, and a few 
more, be put on one “universal card.” Corpora- 
tions, it seems, could use these cards to fit 
well-rounded employes into round holes, and the 
employes could use the cards to get credit from 
hotel desk clerks, etc. 

This is a deceptive approach to tabulating 
a man and reducing him to a pasteboard sta- 
tistic. For here is what the card would contain: 
signature and photograph, front and side: names 
of wife, children and automobile; and a list of 
employment, educational and military records 
and clubs. The card’s edges would be notched 
to denote a man’s politics, salary, temperament, 
intelligence, personality (and his wife’s), even 
to neuroticisms and an “extroversion rating.” 
That done, Fortune says: 

Our society would at last be coherently 
organized. There would be only two kinds 
of people—people who have a universal 


card and people who do not have a uni- 
versal card. 


So there we are,-all of us encompassed in a 
cardboard slip, tested, notched and filed. Hap- 
pily, the Fortune essay grants that there might 
be a few rare birds who would still refuse to be 
organized, universalized and run through a busi- 
ness ‘machine. Introverts, no doubt.

: AdLegislator With Independence 


“ For the last four years St. Clair county has 
been ably and courageously represented in the 
Illinois Senate. James W. Gray, who seeks re-: 
nomination on the Democratic ticket, is the kind 
of legislator whose record ought to appeal to the 
independent voter. He is the only Democratic 
State Senator outside the Chicago delegation. 

Just a year ago the Democratic leadership at 
Springfield made the blind mistake of turning 
the judicial reform amendment resolution into a 
party issue.

Since he served 
in the House of Representatives before his elec- 
tion to the Senate, he knows the work and pro- 
cedure of the lower chamber as well. Certainly 
James W. Gray is entitled to submit his per- 
formance to St. Clair county voters as the basis 
for his bid for a second four-year term. 
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Legislatures Under Fire 

“The most important piece of unfinished bus- 
iness in the area of government reorganization.” 

That is how a committee of the American Po- 
litical Science Association describes the problem 
of reforming our state legislatures. The com- 
mittee’s report, ‘American State Legislatures,” 
has just been published by Thomas Y. Crowell 
Co., Philadelphia, and it will strike a responsive 
chord in many citizens who have long been un- 
happy about their legislatures. These bodies, the 
APSA committee finds, are “poorly equipped to 
serve as policy-making agencies in mid-century 
America.” 

Almost the worst feature of legislatures, ac- 
cording to the APSA report, is their preoccupa- 
tion with far too many purely local problems. 
They hate to give up the slightest power over 
county, city and regional affairs. Yet because of 
their time-consuming methods, they get around 
to solving few of the problems over which they 
retain jurisdiction, 

This situation stems largely from the over- 
representation of rural areas in most state legis- 
latures. “This rural dominance,” says the re- 
port, “is one reason why the states have not al- 
ways been able to cope with the greater prob- 
lems of an urbanized society, such as housing, 
metropolitan transportation fares, price control 
on foods, social insurance, and community plan- 
ning beyond city limit3.” 

Rural domination, in turn, results from failure 
of automatic reflistricting and the refusal, gen- 
erally for partisan advantage, to create roughly 
square districts of roughly equal population. 
Even the adoption of a new constitution in Mis- 
souri in 1945 failed to modernize the Legislature 
sufficiently. ; : 

Without a widespread demand for change, fur- 
ther reforms depend largely on the politicians 
themselves. Perhaps this is nét very hopeful. Yet 
a similar APSA report resulted in adoption of 
the LaFollette-Monroney Act and some moderni- 
zation of congressional procedures. 

Surely not all legislators are indifferent to 
the shortcomings of the bodies in which they 
serve. There is some hope. It could be increased 
very considerably by a bit of prodding from the

When ground was being cleared for 
a recent housing project, the razing of 
one eld house which just had been va- 
cated by its human tenants revealed 
an amazing multitude of rats. Poison 
bait had been placed in the building 
three different days by a rat extermi- 
nating company. The amount of bait 
consumed and the enormous number of 
dead rats convinced the company it had 
succeeded in killing most of the rats 
there. But when wreckers tore apart 
the building, more than 200 healthy 
rats ran out across the street in gangs 
of about 30, migrating to new homes 
in other old houses. 


That rats were able so to infest an 
occupied building can be explained only 
by paraphrasing a familiar quotation 
about vice: A rat is a monster of so 
frightful mien, As to be hated, needs 
but to be seen; Yet seen too oft, familiar 
with its face, First we shudder, then 
endure, then accept. , 

Man not only has accepted, but in 
gone-by days has led little children to 
accept as commonplace the presence of 
a rat in the house, as evidenced by an 
old primer. The first reading lesson 
was built around a picture of a cat 
asleep on a rug and a rat cautiously 
coming out from under a chair. A few 
sentences advise the rat ‘to run before 
the cat sees it. On the next page, the 
child learns the rat got away. 


The people who just had vacated the 
housing area did not live there be- 
cause they liked it, but because they 
were poor. Yet, although too poor to 
live in better surroundings, a large 
share of their badly needed money went 
to feed rats. A rat eats approximately 
three fourths to one ounce of dry food 
a day and a rat does not stay unless he 
is fed. So the first step to get rid of 
rats and save money is not to leave any- 
thing around for rats to eat. 


The first and biggest measure a city 
can take in rat control is an efficient 
system of garbage collection and dis- 
posal. It is necessary each citizen co- 
operate by seeing that his garbage can 
is closed tightly and nothing left ex- 


— in yard or house for rats to eat. 
t-proofing existing buildings, espe- 
cially those in which food is stored or 
sold, is another important step in rat 
control, 


Rats tend to stay in one place so 
long as they have food, water and har- 
borage; but when necessary they can 
get over the ground at a great rate. 
In a study of marked rats set down in 
strange surroundings, one rat was 
caught two miles from the starting 
point two days later, according to a 
Public Health Service report, ‘“Rat- 
Borne Disease, Prevention and Con- 
trol,”” by Dr. Lloyd R. Gates, Senior 
Public Health Engineer of Kansas City. 
Other rats were subsequently caught 
three miles away. 

Rats can, and sometimes do, walk 
telephone wires across the street. They 
are great climbers and jumpers. With a 
running start a rat can make a high 
jump of three feet. A rat, jumping 
down and out from a standstill, can 
cover a horizontal distance of eight feet 
while dropping less than 15 feet. 


Rats sometimes take summer vaca- 
tions, “An example of this occurs in 
England,” Dr. Gates reports, ‘“‘where 
rats travel to the coast at the beginning 
of the fishing‘season and return inland 
at the end of the season.” Rats swim 
readily. They have been observed swim- 
ming as much as one half mile in open 
water. The first record of Norway rats 
in Europe was Pallas’s report of hordes 
of Norway rats swimming the Volga 
river in 1727. 

The gigantic loss in national health 
and wealth caused by rats long has been 
known but we never have met the chal- 
lenge. But afe rats smarter than man— 
and where they want to go, they can? 


In rat control and extermination we 
have the knowledge and means to 
achieve results but do not have the de- 
sire and confidence in human ability to 
win this immense campaign. Perhaps 
that is because we as a people have 
thought the job too big to tackle and 
closed our minds to the enormous dam- 
age by rats. IDA LARABEE. 


Good Old-Fashioned Principles

No one who knows anything about the 
American Civil Liberties Union would 
suspect it of being subversive or in 
sympathy with Communism. A.C.L.U. 
has stood firmly for many years for 
old-fashioned American principles of 
freedom and democracy. 

However, in view of some reckless 
statements by ignorant persons, the 
A.C.L.U. has found it advisable to issue 
a statement reasserting its determina- 
tion “to defend the civil liberties of any 
person, however unpopular that person 
or his views may be,” and at the same 
time condemning the American Com- 


munist movement by name. The 
A.C.L.U. must so condemn Communism 
because such doctrines reject the very 
“concepts of civil liberty which the 
A.C.L.U. exists to defend.” 

To maintain that Communists are en- 
titled to the full protection of the law, 
even though they do not respect it, is 
no defense of Communism, any more 
than it is a defense of murder to main- 
tain that persons accused of that crime 
should receive the benefit of due process. 

This is a distinction that ought to 
be kept clearly in mind, and that is 
what the American Civil Liberties Union 
has helped us to do,

Roman Catholic schools of the 
archidiocese of San Antonio has 


been abolished as a “sin” by« 


Archbishop Robert E. Lucey. 

The order, made in an April 
5 pastoral letter to all priests 
in the 33 south Texas counties 
of his diocese, was made public 
yesterday. 

“Henceforth no Catholic child 
may be refused admittance to 
schools maintained by the arch- 
diocese purely for reasons of 
coler, race or poverty,” the let- 
ter said, 

“Since I came among you 13 
years ago, I have preached 
against the sin of racial segre- 
tion,” the Catholic prelate said. 

Msgr. J. L. Manning, arch- 
diocesan chancellor or specialist 
on church law, explained the 
archbishop referred to the “sin” 
of segregation as he would to 
the “sin of intolerance,” rather 
than in a restricted meaning of 
a specific transgression of the 
church’s precepts. 

Another Catholic source said 
Archbishop Lucey experimented 
several years ago with mixed 
Negro and white classes in both 
colleges and grammar schools, 
and the order apparently meant 
he found the test satisfactory. 

Msgr. John L.. Morkovsky, su- 
perintendent of Catholic schools 
in San Antonio, said there are 
about 25,000 students: in the 
archdiocese. Four-fifths are in 
the 43 schools in the city ftself, 
with the other 5000 in 37 
schools in other counties. 

He said “some” Negroes are 
attending the three Catholic 
colleges in San Antonio and 
‘there are also some” in the 
grade and high schools. Msgr. 
Morkovsky said he knew of no 
instance when Negro Catholics 
have been excluded from 
schools, outside San Antonio. 

“I do not expect the order 
will have a great deal of im- 
mediate effect in San Antonio,” 
he said.

CARTOONIST BURCK'S | 
DEPORTATION PUT OFF 


Immigration Officer Grants 
Review by Board of 
Appeals. 


CHICAGO, April 10 (AP)— 
An order for deportation of 
Jacob Burck, Pultizer prize- 
winning editorial -cartoonist for 
the Chicago Sun-Times, was 
suspended yesterday pending a 
review by the Board of Immi- 
gration Appeals. 

Jerome T. McGowan, special 
inquiry officer of the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service, 
who ordered Burck’s deporta- 
tion last July on the ground 
Burck formerly was a Commu- 
nist party member, suspended 
the order. 


Burck had previously testified 
he was a member of the Com- 
munist party in 1935 and 1936 
only because his bosses demand- 
ed it. He then was drawing car- 
toons for the Communist Daily 
Worker in New York and for 
the magazine New Masses. 

Burck’s plea was supported 
by affidavits from several Sun- 
Times executives. Milburn P. 
Akers, executive editor, said in 
his affidavit that Burck was “a 
patriotic American in every 
sense of the word.” 

After studying Burck’s appeal, 
McGowan said he believed “the 
facts present justify the dis- 
cretionary relief sought by 
Burck.” 

The suspension of the depor- 
tation order will be reviewed 
when the appeal is considered. 
McGowan said that if his rec- 
ommendation for suspension of 
deportation is certified, the ef-| 
fect would be to permit Burck | 
to remain in the United States | 
indefinitely under $1000 bond | 
already posted. 

McGowan said his suspension 
order does not alter the original 
finding that Burck is deportable 
under the law. 

Burck, born in Poland, came 
to the United States when he 
was a boy. Although he applied 
for naturalization, he did not 
complete the requirements.

Pare and cut potatoes into thin 
slices. Peel and slice onions, 
Place alternate layers of pota- 
toes, onion and sauerkraut in 
casserole. Sprinkle potatoes 
lightly with salt and pepper, and 
sauerkraut with sugar. Dot each 
layer with butter or margarine. 
Cover and bake in moderate oven 
(375 degrees) about one hour, 
until potatoes are tender. Un- 
cover, and top with frankfurters. 
Increase heat to 450 degrees and 
bake about 15 minutes more un- 
til frankfurters are lightly 
browned. Yield: Six servings. 

Orange Souffle. 

Ingredients: One-half cup flour, 
one cup orange juice, four egg 
yolks, unbeaten, 44 cup sugar, 
one tablespoon lemon juice, one 
tablespoon grated orange rind, 


_ four egg whites, stiffly beaten. 


Put flour in saucepan and 
gradually stir in half the orange 
juice to make a smooth paste. 
Add remaining orange juice and 
cook over low heat, stirring con- 
stantly, until mixture thickens. 
Remove from heat. Add unbeat- 
en egg yolks, one at a time, beat- 
ing well after each addition. Add 
half the sugar, and stir in lemon 
juice and orange rind. Fold in 
remaining sugar to stiffly beaten 
egg whites and fold into orange 
mixture. Spread two-quart cas- 
serole liberally with creamed 
(hot melted) butter, sprinkle 
with heavy coating of granulated 
sugar, and pour in souffle. Bake 
in moderately hot oven (400 de- 
grees) about 30 minutes.

| Annual Neighborhood -TB Survey

(St. Louis Health Commissioner) 


HE annual neighborhood tu- 

berculosis case finding proj- 

ect—a co-operative effort by 
the Tuberculosis and Health So- 
ciety and the Health Division—is 
scheduled to begin next week. 

Beginning Monday and con- 
tinuing through July 2, the Tu- 
berculosis Society's mobile X-ray 
unit will be available to the 
residents of the Yeatman dis- 
trict for a period of six weeks, 
and then to the residents of the 
Soulard distrfct during the re- 
maining six weeks. 

The unit wi]ll move from one 
location to another through 
these neighborhoods in order to 
provide free chest X-rays to as 
many persons (15 years of age 
and older) who wish to avail 
themselves of this opportunity. 

These particular neighbore- 
hoods have been selected be- 
cause they show higher tubercu- 
losis sickness and death rates 
then for the city at large.

WHY IS IT necessary to go 
into neighborhoods te find cases 
of tuberculosis? . . 

«Probably the most important 
reason has to do with the 
marked shift in the age at which 
people become ill with tubercu- 
losis. 

Twenty years ago pulmonary 
tuberculosis was a disease of 
young adults, three-fourths of 
the cases occurring in persons 
under 45 years of age. In 1953, 
in St. Louis 47 per cent of all 
cases of pulmonary tuberculosis 
occurred in, persons over 45 
years of age with the highest 
percentage of cases in the age 
group over 55. 

The main reservoir of tuber- 
culosis is now in the older age 
groups — frequently grandma, 
more frequently grandpa. And 
grandma and grandpa are no- 


triously difficult about leaving 
home to have a chest X-ray 
made. 

Every effort is made to make 
it as convenient as possible for 
these people to obtain a free 
chest X-ray. Hence the neigh- 
borhood survey in which the 
mobile X-ray unit is brought as 
— to the people as is prac- 

ca

TUBERCULOSIS was respon- 
sible for 166 deaths last year in 
St. Louis, and 81 of these oc- 
curred in persong over 55 years 
of age. This calls for intensive 
case-finding in the older age 
groups. 

All adults residing in the se- 
lected, areas will be informed 
when the mobile unit will be in 
their neighborhood and are 
urged—especially the oldsters— 
to take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to haye a free chest 
X-ray.

South could have pre-empted 
with three or four “hearts over 
one diamond, but he decided to 
make ‘a “meek” overcall and see 
what would happen—perhaps he 
could buy the contract more 
cheaply. 

West led the top card of part- 
ner’s diamond sult; East over- 
took and coritinued diamonds. 
When South ruffed the third 
round, with the jack of hearts, 
and West discarded a spade, two 
things became vital for declarer; 
the first, of €éourse, to find the 
heart king on-side where it 
could be picked up; and the sec- 
ond, to guess which black king, 
if either, was held by West. 

The fact that West had not 
overruffed declarer on the th 
diamond was not proof that the 
heart king was right, but it had 
to be for South to win out, so 
that needed no further thought. 
The great question was: should 
South take the spade or the club 
finesse in his quest for the ful- 
filling trick? He had to get to 
dummy quickly for the trump 
play, and he could not afford 
to go wrong on HOW to enter 
dummy. 

There was very little to go by; 
but (according to South’s later 
explanation} there WAS a clue. 
East, who d considered his 
hand worth a jump to three 


diamonds, might well have pre- 


ferred to jump to two no-trump 
(having a solid suit to work 
with) except for one probability 
-—-that he lacked a stopper in 
an adversely bid suit, In short, 
East probably would not have 
been afraid of the unbid club 
suit, but he had. to fear SPADES, 

On this delicate but cogent 
reasoning, South took the spade 
finesse, and when it held he was 
as good as home. 


Fix It Yourself

More on Blistered Paint. 
ECENTLY we went on at a 

great rate about how mois- 

ture collecting in the walls 
of your home now would cause 
the paint on the outside walls to 
peel come spring and summer. 
Today we are going to tell you 
what you should do if you find 
that moisture vapor Is condens- 
ing in the outside walls. 

One remedy that seems to 
work very well is to give the 
interior surface of alt outside 
walls a couple coats of alumi- 
num paint. This particular kind 
of paint seems to make a pretty 
effective vapor seal and pre- 
vents water vapor from inside 
the house passing through the 
interior wall surface and into 
the wall cavity. Enamel paint 
also works well for this purpose. 
Needless to say, you can coat 
right over this vapor barrier 
with a flat wall paint. 

If you don’t care for this rem- 
edy, and we can’t blame you if 
you don’t, then the next best 
thing is to figure a way to let 
the water vapor that gets into 
the wall cavity get out before it 
has a chance to condense into a 
liquid. This can be accomp- 
lished by installing vents in the 
outside wall, louvres at the 
eaves and so forth. 

Still another way to get rid 
of the water vapor is to put ex- 
haust fans in areas where the 
concentration of water vapor is 
the highest such as the kitchen 
and bath. Improving the circu- 
lation of air throughout the 
house will help and so, for that 
matter, will leaving a window 
partially open.
